The Farmers getting the privilege 
of imposing this amount of taxation for pay- 
ment . of $7,000, it follows that they can 
afford to sell their own oil at rates which. 
will-undercut all competitors, Probably 
they may have to pay a good deal more thau 
$7,000, for it is uolikely that the native 
officials would be content to be leit out ‘in 
_the:cold. But whatever the exact figures 
that may be shown by the Farm’s balance 
sheet, the one object of the institution is to 
establish a ta Bate and cut out the 
foreigner.

THE PREIGN CUSTOMS AND -THE| 


COLLECTION OF LEKIN.” 


(Daily. Press, 23rd° June.) 
In the Ningpo -Consular report: for 1898 
Mr. G. H.-M. Puayratr refers to the 
transfer of the collection of lekin to the 


Foreign Customs. -As a guarantee ‘for -a’ 
-portion of China’s indebtedness it was agreed 


that the lekiu colléction at the Yangtsze 
ports and’ at Ningpo should be placed 
under the control of the Foreign Customs, 
and much interest was felt ag to the 
outurn of the experiment, but the 


‘transfer has not yet taken place. Mr, 


PLAYFAIR says:— The efficient manage- 
“ment of this branch of taxation pre- 
“ supposes the acquisition of a vast amount 
“‘of novel: experience on the part of the 
“* prospective controllers, all of which has 
“to be assimilated before it can be brought 
“to bear. This acquisition is being pro- 
“ceeded with, and the actual collection of the 
“lekin revenue by the customs has not yet 
“been started. Still, the preparatory work 
“already effected is considerable. ’ 
indications, however, point tothe transfer 
being indefinitely deferred, which would be 
unfortunate, unless it were in pursuance of 
a scheme for the trans‘er of the cgllectorate 
over the whole empire at one time instead of 
taking over a-portion of it only, or, what 
would be still better, the commutation of all 
lekin and other charges ‘by one single pay- 
ment, xs contemplated by the treaties, aud 
as is the desire of foreign merchants. _ 

Mr. Puayvair. anticipates highly bene- 
ficial results, not to China alone, but 
to all ‘Eurepean, merchants, from the 
transfer of the lekin collection to the 
Foreign Customs, ‘It is true,” he says,

ANTI-MISSIONARY DISLURB.- - 
ANCE NEAR FOOCHOW. 


ALARMING REPORTS. 


19th June. 

The congregation which attended St. John’s 
Cathedral on Sunday morning were thrown into 
a state of consternation by the Bishop of Vic- 
toria reading a telegram which he had received 
from Archdeacon Wolfe, of Foochow, runting 

follows:— — 

“ Phillips, wife, Miss Sears, reported killed. 
Seven: converts. Report confirmed various 
sources. 

The Rev. H. S. Phillips came out in [888 
and has been working in conection with the 
Church Missionary Sociaty at Kienyiug, in the 
Fukien province, ever since. Mrs. Phillips, 
who was a daughter of « clergyman of the name 
of Hankin, of Mildmay. came ont in 1892, and 
married Mr.- Phillips about three years ago. 
Miss Sears came from Australia last autumo, 
when she passed through Hongkong. bs 

Mr. Phillips was present at the massacre at 
Kucheng in August, 1895, when he rescued the 
survivors. On that occasion eleven persons lost 
their lives, the victims being al! women and 
children with the exception of the Rev. R. W. 
Stewart. . Indignation meetings were held at 
Hongkong, Shanghai, Foochow, Amoy, 
and Swatow. The Hongkong meeting, 
in addition to expressing its. ‘anger and indig- 
nation at the criminal connivance of the 
Chinese Government and its officers in this 
and other recent attacks on missionaries and 
missionary property,” expressed its “deep dis- 

t at the apathy and indifference of-our own 
Government and its failure to recognise the 
gravity of the situation and to take adequate 
measures for the protection of its subjects and 
fur the punishment of the murderers.” It is 
to be hoped that prompt measures may be 
taken on the present occasion to bring the 
perpetrators of this diabolical deed to justice. 
and to bring home to the Chinese Government 
a sense of its responsibility. ‘ 

Rumonrs of impending.trouble at Kienying 
have been ourrent for some weeks, past and 
great anxioty has been felt, but. it was hoped 
that the trouble had subsided. When details 
of the sad occurrence are received it will prob- 
ably be found that it bears a close resemblance 
to the Kucheng (or Hwasang) tragedy. Kien- 
ying is some little distance further inland than 
Kucheng..

MISSING

Kwan Pui Chi said—I live at Un Loong and 
am a seller of dried meat. I have lived at: Un 
Loong four generations., I know first defen- 
dant, who has a house af A Cheung.

e is a Samchun man and is a coolie in the Po 
On gambling house ot Un Loong. I have 
known him since the third moon of this year 
I did not know him before the eighth day of the 
third moon. I remember the eighth day of the 
third moou. At seven p, m. on that day I went 
to the Un Loot mesting house. I had heard 
that five men had been arrested and I went to 
see them. I saw five men in five pig baskets. 
The men were chained up. I knew two cf 
these men. One was Tung Cheong and the 
other Chan Kwai Shui Tai. Tung Cheong was 
an A Cheung man. I met him in Hongkong 
last year. Among those in the meeting house 
were defendants and some others. They Were 
talking about letting go two of the men and 
killing the other three. I heard first defendant 
say Tung Cheong was communicating with the 
foreigners and selling his country: Ng Ki 
Henng said Chaon Kwai Shui Tai was not a 
good man. I saw twoof the men let out from 
the pig baskets and shut up in a room. I did 
not hear any reason given why these two men 
were let out. Lum Ching Tse said to Tam Pox 
Tan. ‘ These three deserve to die for com- 
municating with foreigners and selling their 
country.”. ‘Then Lum Ching Tse said to 
Lum P.k Chau, “Let us wait until mid- 
night when the tide is high.” He also said a 
boat must be got ready for eight o'clocok—that 
a boat wus to be engaged and it was to be said 
that three pigs were wanted to be taken aboard, 
The boat was to be in a creek some distance 
from the meeting house. 1 and Lam Pak Han 
went down to the river and enguged the boat 
and then defendantsfand others went to the 
gambling house to consult. I also went there. 
First defendant said Tung- Cheong had bean 
comnianicating with the foreigners and selling 
his country. Lum Pak Tan said, ‘“ For these 
thrve men to die is not wrong.” Then first 
defendant said. “ Wait till 12 o'clock. when 
the tide is jhigh and do for them.” Lum 
Pak Tan then went and called six Pan. Tin men, 
who went to the mesting house, with defendants 
and carried out the three men who were in the 
baskets to the side of the creek. The gambl- 
ing house is just opposite the meeting house. 
When the three men wore taken away I followed 
with the crowd. Tung Cheung wept and 
cried out. ‘“ Mercy, save life.” He called out 
in this way when he was being carried to 
the boat and the boatmen refused to take the 
three men. First defendant then said, ‘ Here 
then,’ and gave a revolver to second defendant, 
who find two shots at Tung Cheong but did not 
kill-him. First defendant then said, “give me 
.the revolver; let mo shoot.” First defendant 
then fired two shots at Tung Cheong and killed 
him.’ Then Lum Pak Tau and Tai Tak Tuk 
pushed the other two men who were in baskets 
into the water. Then Lum Pak Tan fired two 
shots out of a revolver at Chun Kwai Shui Tai, 
who was one of the men in the baskets. After 
the murder 20 cents was given to each of the 
men at the creek side as a reward. 

The case was adjourned.

The humble petition of San Tak-tong, Fan 
' Yeung-tong Ya Tsung-tong, and Ku ‘I'sung. 
Mixg-tong, Sheweth :— 

Your petitioners beg to be allowed to farm 
the lekin taxes. Tho late farmers of lekin taxes 
levied or kerosiue oi], cotton, and cotton yara— 
Man Shai-loong, King Cheuny-chau, Lam’ 
Shing-tung, and Lau Wing-hing—have 
resigned, on ¢he ground that foreigners 
not only refused ‘to pay any: fekin 
taxes on kerosine oil, otc, imported by 
them, but aleo prevented the collection of any 
lekin tax from the purchasers of their goods, 
and-they ~{the foreignors) also accused the 
farmers of sqnedzing the purchasers, who, 
being protecte| by them, paid no lekin taxes, 
so that the late farmars have lost much of their 
capital. As the late farmers. who paid o sum 
of $7,500 per annum to the Govarnin: nt, have 
lost their capital. your petitioners beg to be 
allowed to pay to the Government a smaller 


rent, and that they may be allowed to levy }. 


lekin taxes under modified regalitions, which 
have been framed in accordance with the trea- 
ties made between China aud foreign Powers. 
Your pecitioners beg to enclose a copy of the 
new regulations, which they beg that you will 
communivate to the Commissioner of Customs 
and the differeat Consuls, with a request that 
they- will inform the foreign merchants of the 
same. ; 
If an,‘foreign merchant should interfere with 
the collection of lekin taxes from the purchasers 
of their goods your petitioners beg that they 
may be allowed to ask the protection of the 
Government. 
_ Yéar petitioners beg that you will issne a 
notification informing the public of the arrange- 
ment and will give instructions to the’ ~ub- 
Prefects and local Magistrates to enforce com- 
pliance with the new regulations. 


Your petitioners ask that they may be allowed | 
to pay the rent of the farm quarterly, like the 
* late farmers, and that the period of the grant 
may be six years, during which no one shall be 
allowed to interfere with the interests of your 
petitioners, and that if your petitioners should 
lose their capital they may be allowed (o tender. 
their resignation ; also that upou the expiration 
of the said term, the rent having been duly 
paid, your petitioners may be granted the farin 
for.a further period. 


REPLY TO THE ABOVE.

8.—Should kerosine, cotton. or cotton yaro 
be discovered in any place unmarked and not 
having paid the tax the owners of the goods 
are to be arrested and prosecuted.

9.—Goods imported by foreign firms and sent 
to the interior under transit piss must be re- 
ported to the Lekia Office and their destination 
declared. so that the tax can be collected from 
the purchasers. :

; FRESHL LEGISLATION, 

The persistent agitation by the Straits Soet- 
tlements Association here and in:Liondon, aided 
by the China: Association, for more -atringent 
legislation against certain coutagions diseases’ 
in the Colony resulted recently in the Secretury 
of State promising to.direct the Governor to. 
take ‘some’ steps in the direction desired. The 
Secretary of State refused to sanction: the strin- 
geut measures pressed for by the Azsociation, but 
agreed to meat its views on ‘sundry minor points. 
Another matter that had aroused public indig-. 
nation was the want of adequate legislation 
against disorderly houses and against traders 
in ‘prostitution. The Seoretary<of State has 
brought under the notice of the local Govern- 
nent these matters requiring legislative atten- 
tion. The local Government now seeks to meet 
requirements by introducing into the Legisla- 
tive Council a Bill intituled: an +:Ordinancoe to 
amend the Women and Girl's Protection Or- 
dinance of 1890, The Bill is published in the 
last number of the Government Gazette. 

‘he Statement of Objects and Reasons for. 
the measure thus sets forth the scope of the 
Bill :—Section 2 puts a penalty, which -may 
include banishment, upon any brothel-keeper 


| who permits*a woman snffering from a con- 


tagions diseage to remain in a brothel for the 
purpose of prostitution. This clause will, itis: 
hoped, tend to promote the proper medical 
treatment of prostitutes when suffering from 
disease ; and the most effective provision of the 
Bill is one giving the Governor in Council 
power to banish any slion or any naturalised 

bject’ who is, for a second time, convicted of 
allowing a woman with contegious disease to 
remain in a brothel. In practice the keeper of 
such places are soldom natural-born British 
subjects, so that the power of banishment is 
likely to be effective and deterreht. 
Section 3 extends the Protector’s powers 
of search. Section 4 adds four new sections 
numbered 18. 19,0, and 21. Of these, Section 
18 gives power to the Government to close a 
brothel without assigning a reason. It is not 
necessary uuder the new clause to prove to the 
Magistrate that the brothel is a nuisance to the 
neighbourhood. Section 19 gives the police 
and the Protectorate extended powers of visita- 
tion and search of disorderly houses. Section 
20 makes the owner of promises used as a 
brothel liable to fine, on a conviction being ob- 
tained a second time for an offence under-the 
Ordinance committed in respect of the sania 
premisos. Section 21 reproduces the provisions- 
of “The English Vagrant Act 1898", which 
renders persons trading in prosititution liable 
to imprisonment. The class of persons to ba 
dealt, with is said to be:en the inoreass in the 
Colony.—Straite Times. -
